Beginning  students  meet 
problems  involving  linear  and  quadratic  equa- 
tions, while  advanced  algebra  students  study 
cubics,  quartics,  and  determinants.  In  plane 
geometry,  students  are  introduced  to  deduc- 
tive reasoning  in  their  studies  of  angles,  poly- 
gons, and  proportion.  Students  of  solid  geome- 
try wrestle  with  the  properties  of  skew  lines, 


cones  and  parallelopipeds.  Trig  students  learn 
the  use  of  logarithms  and  the  slide  rule  as 
they  analyze  vectors,  triangles,  and  trigono- 
metric functions  to  determine  unknown  angles 
and  distances. 

For  those  not  inclined  toward  higher 
mathematics,  the  department  offers  two 
courses,  eighth  and  ninth  grade  math,  that 
enable  the  pupil  to  solve  practical  problems 
that  arise  in  daily  life.

In  the  field  of  science,  Park  View  offers 
general  science,  biology,  chemistry,  and  phy- 
sics. These  courses  are  essential  for  stu- 
dents who  plan  on  careers  in  science  and 
mathematics. 

The  foundation  is  set  in  the  general  sci- 
ence course  where  students  learn  general 
principles  of  biology,  chemistry,  physics, 
and  earth  science. 

The  processes,  and  functions  of  living 
things  are  taught  in  biology.  While  dissect- 


ing their  specimens  students  learn  through 
experience  the  principles  of  anatomy  and 
laboratory  procedures. 

Wearing  their  black  lab  aprons,  chemistry 
students  conduct  experiments  and  venture  into 
the  world  of  valences,  ions,  and  catalysts. 

The  study  of  mechanics,  sound,  and  elec- 
tricity highlight  the  physics  course.  This 
basic  science  sharpens  the  sense  of  logic 
with  formulas  and  numerous  problems.
